Information on subject, General Lev PRCHALA , ie extracted from the above 
referenced document, 

C. onf erred with IVtnce Heinrich LIECHTENSTEIN when the latter was 

on a vioit to Germany on or about 16 November 1950, The most important point raided 
at the talks is the contact betwoen Liechtenstein and General PRCHALA in 
early October 1950. PRCHALA was brought to the meeting by Hugo THURN-TAXIS, The 
two gentlemen told Liechtenstein that they came to him ao representatives of the 
Caech nation and the Sudeten German nobility respectively and that they would like 
to secure the patronage of the Liechtenstein family and its assistance in lining 
up Austrian and German nobility as backers of a combined Ozech-Sudeten German anti* 
Communist campaign, including propaganda and intelligence aetivitiou, Tho fact that 
the Lieohtenstoin family also has holdings In Czechoslovakia was mentioned as fee 
alleged reason for tho approach. 

According to £- PRGHALA's motivation was a hope for financial support 

and the desire to use Liechtenstein's obviously neutral position in Ceeoh emigre 
squabbles as a wedge to help him (PRCHAU) gain ascendancy In the oontost between 
the various emigre groups, Liechtenstein, as a lcador, would be acceptable to both 
Csech and Sudeten Germans, It was very dear to Liechtent v ein from FRCHALA’fl 
attacks on Ripka (rival emigre leader' thnt PRCHALA »o motives were not pure, 

Liechtenstein refused tho patronage offer for himself and his family bat, in 
the Interest of keeping on good terms with the Czech emigres, he suggested that he 
might be able to contribute up to 20,000 ON for FHCHALA's Intended intelligence and 
propaganda campaign and possibly also raise the total to forty or fifty thousand 
DN through contributions from friondo, Ho made no definite commitment on his oontri* 
batlon and Insisted that he wanted to hsvo a complete statement on tho Intended uae 
of the money before he turned any of it over, 

PflCHALA and Ilugo TAXIS are scheduled to meet Liechtenstein agdln on or about 

5 December 1950, 
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
